CEMETERY BOARD 
ASKS PLOT OWNERS 
TO PAY EXTRA LEVY 


Early in the year the Didsbury 
Cemetery Board sent out statements 
to all plot owners asking them to 
pay the difference of the original 
low prices and the present price 
set, in order to keep up the appear- 
ance of the cemetery and provide 
for expansion. 

A great many plot owners realiz- 
ed the importance of this request 
and paid the difference in the price 
immediately, and the Cemetery 
Board appreciates the promptness 
of these plot owners in assisting 
to finance and keep the cemetery in 
good condition. 

Out of 300 plot owners, 265 have 
paid the increased assessment, and 
this leaves only 35 that have not 
paid. Surely these delinquent plot 
owners must realize the unfairness 
to those who have paid, as they 
must also realize the importance of 
keeping the Didsbury cemetery up 
to its present high standard. 

The Board again urges all those 
who have not paid their increased 
assessment to do so before October 
15th, leaving or sending their pay- 
ment to the secretary-treasurer.

MAXIMUM WHOLESALE 
PRICES FOR TURKEYS 


The Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board has announced that, effective 
September 3, maximum wholesale 
prices for grade “A"’ turkeys in all 
zones Will be two and one-half 
cents per pound higher tthan those 
in effect during the 1945 packing 
period, (November - December) 

These new maximum prices will 
apply throughout the year and will 
be at a level one and one-quarter 
cents below the highest seasonal 
ceiling previously in effect. 

Maximum wholesale prices in 
1945 varied between thirty-five and 
one-half cents and thirty-nine cents 
per pound according to zones. 

Previously, Board officials point- 
ed out, producers had marketed too 
heavily during the early fall season, 
with a consequent scarcity at 
Christmas,

According to a recent statement 
by the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board, panic buying has caused 
practically every shortage in Can- 
ada during recent months. 

As soon as the word “shortages” 
is mentioned, people all over the 
country rush to their nearest store 
and buy much more than they re- 
quire for their actual needs. 

Prices Board officials point out 
that in one day the retail stores 
can be cleaned out of several 
month's supplies of such things as 
flour, salt, soap, and any other item 
which is in short supply. If every- 
body made normal purchases there 
would be a fair share of these items 
for all.

applicants 

The green application card at the 
back of the old ration book (mark 
ed RB 191) should tirst be filled out 
in pen and ink and signed by the 
holder, Then this card should be 
torn out from the old book, placed 
in an envelope, and mailed to the 
nearest local ration board or to any 
branch of the Ration administra- 
tion. The new ration book will then 
be mailed to the applicant as soon 
us possible, 

Ration officials point out that ap- 
plication should not be made in 
person as Local Ration Boards are 
not authorized to issue new 
to latecomers. Application

Massey Harris Officials 
Visit Here, Test Combines 


Didsbury and district was honor- 
ed last Wednesday when all the 
high officials of the Massey Harris 
Company, together with district 
representatives from various parts 
of Canada were present to conduct 
the Massey Harris field day at the 
Chas. Kohut farm east of town.

The officials arrived in Didsbury 
Wednesday morning and after hav- 
ing lunch in town, the guests of W. 
McFarquhar and Dale Kimmel. lo- 
cal Massey Harris agents, they 


went out to the “Hill” farm, operat- 
ed by Chas. Kohut, where four of 
the Massey Harris combines were 
being tested out by the company 
officials. 

These combines, accompanied by 
Massey Harris officials. left the fac- 
tory in the States on May Ist ona 
tour of Florida, Kansas, Texas, 
Washington and Oregon, and came 
direct from Pendleton, Ore. to Dids- 
bury. The purpose of the tour was 
to try out the new combines under 
all field conditions, and Didsbury 
was picked for its heavy straw and 
large crop this vear. In the test the 
four sizes of combines, 6 ft, 10 ft, 
12 ft and 14 ft, all performed re- 
markably well in picking up the 
heavy crop on Mr. Kohut's farm. 
This wheat crop was , averaging 
around 55 bushels to the acre and 
was an excellent test for the Com- 
pany’'s machines.

Mr. J.B. Worthington recently re- 
ported that coyotes had taken a 
number of his lambs, and were 
making sheep raising so unprofit- 
able that he would have to go out 
of this branch of livestock entirely 


CATTLE OUTLOOK GOOD 
BUT MARKET INSECURE

{lisir seeds decrease the value of 
whatever they are mixed with and 
in many cases cannot be removed 
except by very costly means. Some 
varicties of weeds have seeds which 
are objectionable to the taste by live- 
stock, and may even be injurious, so 
that feeding grains and mixtures are 
seriously affected 

The vitality and length of time 
weed seeds may lie dormant in the 
soil has long been a matter of won- 
der and difficulty, Some seeds have 
been reputed to have remained dor- 
miant in undisturbed soil for 60 years 
and then to have given a flourishing 
crop of their kind when the soil has 
leon brought into cultivation, Not 
all of the secds of a given variety

The Platypus 


1One Of Nature's Strangest Creatures 
Is Found tn Australia 
(By Willian Stewart) 
MELBOURNE, Australia. -Oddest 
of the odd assortment of animals 
native to Australia is the platypus, 


little egg-laying, hibernating mam- 
mal with a duck's bill, claws and 
poison spurs on webbed feet, and 


a fine fur pelt and beaver's tail. 


Once called a “water-mole’ and 
later a “duck-bill’, the platypus 
whose real name is Ornithorhynecus 


Was laughed at as a hoax when the 
first stories of its existence went 
abroad from Australia about 150 
years ago. 

Last month, Dr. Karl Compton, 
United States scientist observing the 
Bikini experiments, visited this coun- 
try between bombs, examined a caps 


tive platypus at Healesville, near 
Melbourne, and commented: “More 
interesting than the atomic test.” 


Sir Colin Mackenzie Sanctuary at 
Healesville is one of the few places 
where the platypus has survived cap- 


tivity A few years ago five were 
shipped to a New York zoo but only 
one survived the trip. It died in 
seven weeks and cost the zoo $1,400 
to keep that long
